PROCLAMATION, 


ExzovTrvs Maxsos, 
Moxnrovia, August 20th, 1895, 
To the Citizens of Liberia: 


It is my painful duty to annonnce 
to the ert12ens of Iifberia the death of 
General KR, A. Sherman, which took 
place on the 6th inst. in the city of 
Liverpool, England, whither . he had 
gone for medical advice. 

This distiuguighed citizen had +erv- 
ed the repnblio for many years, espe- 
cially in connection with the army of 
the tate. He was bronght into pub- 
lie life under the administration of 
the late Prezident Benson, when he 
was appointed and gerved as collector 
of customs of the port of Monrovis, 
and as postmaster general of the re- 
pablic., This position be held for 
three years. After filling varions snb- 


—_ —_—_— Sho wilibia, is 
1868 be was appointea colonel of the 
First regiment. In 1870 the govern- 
meut availed iteclf of his services to 
conduct the Beech expedition, In 
1876 he was appointed genersl. He 
condneted the expedition against the

ile was appointed secretary of war 
«ni of the navy in 1894. 

He was forced by ill health just be- 
foro his departure for England to 
tender his resignation of that office, 
which the president relnctaotly ac 
cepted in the month of June of the 
pregent year.

A study of the crop figures will 
Show that «even years sncceasively in- 
creazing crops from 1885-6 to 1891-2 
were unprecedented in the history of 
trade. It is donbtful if avy leading 


crop raised can show snch an nnbroken 
increase for zeven years. Jumping 
from $5,700,000 bales in 1885-6, there 
was practically no balting antil 1891-2, 
when the yield was $9,035,000” balesg—z 
gain of 3,300,000 bales, or nearly 60 
per cent advance in even years. 

In nineteen years cotton bas brought 
the sonth over £6,000, 000, 000—a sum 
80 vast that the profits out of it onght 
to bave been enough to greatly enrich 
that 8ection. Unfortunately, however, 
the aystem necessitated by the condi- 
tions prevailing immediately after the 
war, of raising cotton only and buying 
provisions and grain in the west, left 
at home but little, if any, enrplns 
money out of the cotton crop. The 
weat and north drained that section of 
geveral hnndred million dollars every 

ear, becanse it depended upon them 
or all of its manuſactured goods, as 
well as for the bulk of its food atuffs. 

Hence, of the enormons amount re- 
ceived from cotton, very little remain- 
ed in the 8onth. The increate in the 
diversification of farm products, the 
raiging of home supplies, the develop- 
ment of trucking and the building of 

ies” are all uniting to keep at 
home4be money which formerly went 
north and west. Whether the cotton 
raiser himeelf be getting the full ben- 
efit of this or not, the south at large 
is necexsarily doing 80. The inorease 
in the attention given to grain onltiva- 
tion is illustrated by the fact that the 
zonth's grain crop of 1894 was 611,- 
000,000 bushbels, valued at $302, 000, - 
000, or more than the value of its en- 
tire cotton crop, and the yield for 
1895 will probably exceed these figures 
by at least 50,000,000 busbels. 

The importance of cotton in our 
foreign trade relations can be realized 
from the simple statement that since 
1876 our exports of this staple have ag- 
gregated in value $4,000,000, 000, while 
the total exports of wheat and flour 
combined for the same period have 
been about $2,600,000, 000, showing & 
difference of $1,400,000,000, or over 
50 cent in favor of cotton. Moreover, 
during the same period, we have ex- 
ported about $20,000, 000 of mannfac- 
tured cotton goods, making the total 
value really $4,200, 000,000. Compared 
with the exports of wheat, flour and 
corn combined—the value of which 
Since 1875 has been about $3,200,000, - 

there is « difference in favor of 
votton of $1,000,000, 000. 
Going back in 1820, it is found that 
the total value of flour and wheat cx- 
for the last seventy-four years 
in-round figures, $4,000,000, 000, or 
$200,000, 000 less than the valne of the 
cotton exported during the last nine- 
teen years, — Harper's Weekly.

of Liberia. If Providence dooides 
that I «hall never realize it, I am at 
least raicing «nd training for Liberian 
citizenahip three boys aud three girls; 
and lastly I am « Negro and steadfast- 
ly advocate *'Negto Nationalization on 
the W. ©, A.” Now these exongcs are 
offered for writing what wonld other- 
wise be an impertinence. 
I noticed some time ago that thero 
was & moyement op foot in Liberis to 
«0 change the conmitution of Liberis 
as to make it more reeemble that of 
the U. 8. of A., and expecially divide 
the republic into etates inctead of 
connties, as it is at prevent. 


I have always conaidered the 
constitntion of Liberia enperior 
to that of the United States 


in this matter and in gaeveral other 
particalars, and I am not alone in this 
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opinion, I wonder that ex-Americoan 
Negroes, now resident in Liberia, who 
cannot posfibly 80 8oon forget the ef- 
fects of the «tate government feature 
of U, 8. constitntion, do not oppose 
with all their eloquence anch « change. 
The question that has been more pro- 
dnetive than ail others of e«trife #ad 
discord in Americs since its organiza- 
tion, that which bronght forth infa- 
mons supreme court decisions, which 
brought on the civil war of 1861, which 
has mardered thonsands of Negroes in 
the s8onth, which has legalized the dis- 
franchisement of Negroes in eoeveral 
states of the sonth, in short, the curse 
of America today, is the doctrine of | 
"*states' rights.” 

The republican party stood at one 
time (np to the Harrison-Blaine ad- 


ministration) for centralization of 
government and were op | 
by the democratic party for 


autonomy of state governments, And 
not nntil these two parties embraced 
each other on this particular dootrine 
was there an attempt to legally dis- 
franchise the Negro. 

Again: The United States presents 
to the world today the strangest of all 
anomalies— that is to ay, she can and 
does protect the life and property of 
an American resident in any part of 
the world except within her own bor- 
ders, It is impossible to do s0 here, 
becanse all her territory, except ten 
miles equare (District of Colnmbis) | 
and a few territories, is divided into | 
states, which are called sovereign gov- 
ervments, No matter what ocenrs 
within the limits of a state, 80 long as | 
the governor acquiesces therein, the | 
president of the- United States can- | 
not interfere. Indeed, be cannot | 
8end United States troops except | 
upon official request from the | 
governor. The above estatement can 
hardly be understood by one} 
not a resident of this conntry. Bat TT! 
appeal to yon, sir, to bear witness that | 
within the United States there is no 
such thing in reality as «a citizen of 
the United States,” bat we are all sab- 
jects of the state,and the state govern- 
ment has entire control of residents 
within its borders. 

The consequence is, that & man is 
allowed to vote in one state, but if he 
moves over the line, the laws of that 
state may prohibit it. One may marry 
in Ohio or Massachnsetts, raise « fam- 
ily aud move with his wife to another 
xtato, and bo cout Ww the penitennuary 
for living together. He may buys 
railroad ticket in one state and be ent 
to jail for attempting to enjoy its priv- 
ileges after the train croeses the line 
These are 8ome of the evils attaching 
to the doctrine of «tate governments 
in our country, and am 
gare they are perfectly incom- 
prehensible to citizens of any other 
conntry in the world; but you know 
all about it and feel the curse of it. 
There was an insarrection or acme 
trouble in « Liberian connty gome 
months ago, and President Cheeseman 
very properly went down and snp- 
prezagd it. Now you know the 
reaiflont of the United States could 
not have done any 8nch thing, nnless 
the governor had made official appli- 
eation for U. 8. troops. 

The effect of changing Liberia's con- 
stitntion in this regard would make 
room for more politics and more big 
men; but it wonld weaken the central 
government, and make it possible in s 
few years for a conourreues of the 
state governors to imprison the presi- 
dent in his own capitol. For if all of 
them forbade bim entering their re- 
spective states in his official character, 
he wonld be virtually « prisoner at the 
capitol—this is a possible logical ont- 
come of scheming and concurring goY- 
ernors. 

It may be 50 or 100 years befors 
Liberia would regp the direful fraits 
of this change bil it would come nevy- 
ertheless. —_ 

The republic is not 80 large in terri- 
tory but that a president and cabinet can 
manage state affairs, For the hope of 
the greater Liberia of the future, «peak 
up now, that this generation does not 
do sgomething to cripple a government 
which is the hope of the Negro of both 
continents. 

Don't be in a.burry to copy the fads 
of Americe, Seeing that this govern- 
ment is only a little over one bundred 
years old, and grows richer, but weak- 
er internally, year by year, and secing 
that its weak «pot is known to be that 
which is the burden of this letter, 1 
conelnde that if any change is made 
let it be in the nature of strengthen- 
ing the central government. Of course 
it is impossible to treat this snbject 
fully in a newspaper article, but if I 
have 8aid enongh to stop hasty action 
on the part of my Liberian brethren, I 
shall be happy. Hoping they will re- 
alize that they have already a consti- 
intion which is «omething like that of 
the United States, yet, where it differs 
therefrom is enperior. I am yapre,

Eprron—T grasp this flecting 
opportunity to write « few words to 
the paper for which I am « snbscriber 
and of which I am well pleazed, Tt 
was some time ago gince I «ent you « 
letter, in which I expreassed my great- 
ost interest in your paper, 

The great mass« or bnlk 'of whole- 
gome doctrine, atlvice and facts con- 
cerning this conntry (@&meries) and 
Aﬀrica—makes me think more and 
more continually, and as a student, as 
« patriot and true lover of liberty. 
[ am doing #ll in my power to get the 
people of my community to awake to 
the vense their daty, for there is 
«omething for each of us to do—a duty 
azigned to our hands. TI take various 
papers, read history and I eo and 
know for myself what the race is and 
has been, what conflicts they have felt 
and arc now passing throngh, and it 
grieves me to my heart. Nevertheless, 
in my youthſal vigor and firey con- 
tempt for opprevssion, I am forced 
along in life's battle—to do all the 
good I can. Oh! how T1 appre 
ciate and enjoy the instruction of 
the race leaders and the Libe- 
rin call for tha indu«tries 
young men to come whers they can be 
free, In « sense truly we are slaves 
(the race) in this revengeful sonthland, 

Fathers vad brotkters, I am a young 
«oldier in the field and & patriot of the 
race, I am climbing up wisdom's 
hill and for its snmmit bound, 
IT am treading iz the path 
where the heroes' feet have trod.
